WASHINGTON. (JPi — Dr. John 
Paul Earnest, jr.. said today the 
condition of Associate Justice Ben¬ 
jamin N. Cardozo was unchanged. 

"There is alsolutely no change 
in the justice since we gave the re¬ 
port yesterday," the physician 
said. 

Dr, Earnest and consulting phy¬ 
sicians disclosed yesterday Car¬ 
dozo recently had suffered "alarm¬ 
ing" heart attacks, but said he was 
.showing improvement. 

They declared, however, that the 
67-year-old jurist, who has been 
ill for a month, would not be able 
to return to the supreme court 
bench for some time and must be 
kept "absolutely quiet." 

Justice Cardozo, readily identi¬ 
fied on the bench by his toiuseled 
white hair, suffered similar heart 
trouble in June, 1935, at Rye, 
N. Y., but fully recovered. He was 
appointed to the supreme court in 
1932 by President Hoover, and has 
been one of the justices most sym¬ 
pathetic to Roosevelt administra¬ 
tion legislation.

REFERENDUM 
SHELVED BY 
CLOSE VOTE 

Plan Would 'Cripple' 
President, Warning 

WASHINGTON. (.T)— 
Shortely after President 
Roosevelt warned congress to¬ 
day that passage of a war 
referendum amendment to the 
constitution would “cripple 
“any president” in his con¬ 
duct of the nation’s foreign 
relations, the house of representa¬ 
tives shelved the amendment by a 
vote of 209 to 188. 

The amendment would have au¬ 
thorized a constitutional amend¬ 
ment, which three-fourths of the 
states would have to approve, 
calling for approval by the people 
in a national election before the 
United States could declare war., 

The motion for floor considera¬ 
tion of the amendment went down 
to defeat shortly after the house 
heard Speaker Bankhead read the 
president’s letter condemning the 
bill, proposed by Representative 
Ludlow (D., Ind,). 

FDR’S LETTER 

Text of the letter follows; 

"In response to your request for 
an expression of my views re¬ 
specting the proposed resolution 
calling for a referendum vote as 
a pre-requisite for a declaration 
of war, I must frankly state that

For “Bull” Crash 

A crash between a car, three 
cows and a bull last February 
was recalled today as a jury in 
Presiding Superior Judge James 
L. Allen’s court heard a lawsuit 
brought by Patty Homing, 16, and | 
her parents against Walter Has- | 
kell Gage, Mr. and Mrs. Tony 
Mancebo, Mr. and Mrs. James 
Kasabian and Ellyne H. Mc- 
Comber. 

Miss Homing and her parents 
are suing for $22,200 damages as 
a result of the crash, in which 
Gage’s car struck the animals 
leaped into a ditch and caught fire. 
She alleges she was permanently 
disfigured by the accident, which 
occurred Feb. 13, 1937, on Orange- 
thorpe avenue. Gage, she claims, 
was negligent and driving ap¬ 
proximately 60 miles an hour when 
he struck the cattle. 

Kasabian, owner of the cows, 
and Mancebo, owner of the bull, 
have filed a cross-complaint for j

SON SAVES 
FATHER FROM 
OCEAN DEATH 

Indiana Man Crushed 
On Laguna Rocks 

The story of a father’s rescue 
by his .son from death on the 
jagged rocks of Three Arch bay 
was unfolded today in the records 
at Santa Ana Valley hospital, 

Carl J. Fletcher, 58-year-old re¬ 
tired Indianapolis business man, 
lies there, recovering from a frac¬ 
tured pelvis and right arm, mul¬ 
tiple cuts and shock, result of an 
ill-fated fishing trip while week¬ 
ending in South Laguna. 

Fletcher was injured when he 
was swept off his feet by a giant 
wave, and smashed against the 
rocks. As he was being swept out 
to sea, his son, fishing with him, 
plunged into the surf and pulled 
him to safety. 

Workmen from a nearby con¬ 
struction job rushed to Fletcher’s 
aid, constructing a rude stretcher 
on which they carried him to the 
top of the Three-Arch cliffs. 

Dr. B. J. Vail Doren of Laguna 
Beach responded to an emergency 
call and administered first aid be¬ 
fore Fletcher was removed to the 
Panta Ana Valley hospital. His 
cond.tion, at first reported as 
"grave," today was said to be 
good. 

The mishap occurred Friday at 
2 p. m. Fletcher’s present home 
is in Whittier. The Fletchers 
were week-end guests in the home 
of Mrs. Frank Henderson in the 
beach city.

They were reported to have 
charged that the beach group had 
violated a contract with the state 
and federal government in regard 
to use of equipment secured with 
government-loaned funds. 

Members of the cooperative, 


which operates a cannery, farm 
and sorghum mill at Newport, re¬ 
fused to permit the ouster. 

Stearns later took the offensive 
with counter-charges that the di¬ 
vision SRA offices had refused to 
turn over money belonging to the 
cooperative. "We have been forced 
to dig down into our pockets and 
pay for equipment with our 'WPA 
checks,” he said. 

At that time Stearns first de¬ 
manded inveatigation of SRA, in 


relation to its conduct of the co¬ 
operative movement. 

This week’s cries for investiga¬ 
tion were impelled by notice re¬ 
ceived from SRA headquarters 
that funds set up to operate the 
46 cooperative tmits in California 
for the three months of January, 
February and March had been 
cut to $4000, or $29.67 per month 
per unit.

SEAPORT 

SURRENDERS 

Imperial Parley Is 
Called in Toyko 

SHANGHAI. (^)—A white 
flag hoisted on Flagstaff Hill 
today signalled the surrender 
of Tsingtao, rich Shantung 
province port, to the forces 
of Japan. Five Nipponese 
destroyers rode at anchor in 
Tsingtao harbor, as marines 
made a landing at Shatzekow, 18 
miles down the beach, and 
marched into the city without 
meeting the slightest opposition. 

The Empire’s forces of occupa¬ 
tion were met at the city gates 
by a delegation of German resi¬ 
dents carrying the Nazi flag, and 
escorted to the city hall. 

CALL CONFERENCE 

In Tokyo, an Imperial confer¬ 
ence was summoned to meet in the 
presence of Emperor Hirohito to¬ 
morrow, to decide formally 
"J a p a n’s unshakeable policy 
toward China.” Only twice before 
has such a conference been held— 
in 1894 at the time of the Chl- 
nese-Japanese war, and 10 years 
later, to meet the Russian-Japa- 
nese war crisis. 

In Southern Shantung province 
Chinese reinforcements pushed 
ahead to meet advamcing Japanese 
who threatened the Lunghai rail¬ 
road, China’s east-west lifeline. A 
decisive battle appeared imminent. 

British opposition to Japanese 
demands for. a “free hand” in 
the internationl settlement was 
voiced in London, although Britain 
was authoritatively represented as 
ready to agree to "some of the 
Japanese demands." 

BRITISH DE.MAND 

In its communications to Wash¬ 
ington and Paris, outlining the 
British stand, Prime Minister Ne¬ 
ville Chamberlain made a clear 
distinction between "temporary 
changes necessitated by abnormal 
conditions and changes of a more 
general character.” 

Britain was described as deter¬ 
mined to resist Japanese demands

WASHINGTON. {^—Two busi- 
nes3 spokesmen denied before a 
senate investigating committee to¬ 
day that industry was striking or 
threatening to strike against ad¬ 
ministration poilcie.s. Both called 
for tax revision to restore invest¬ 
ment confidence. 

They were Lament Du Pont, 
the manufacturer, and Dr. Claud¬ 
ius T. Murchison, president of the 
Cotton-Textile institute. 

Murchison told the committee 
his industry had “opposed with 
every power at its command the 
downward trend of business and 
resorted to production curtail¬ 
ment only with the utmost re¬ 
luctance." 

NO “STRIKE” 

Murchison added it could not be 
charged that the industry "has 
engaged in any thought, or ac¬ 
tion, which might be interpreted 
as Indifference to its social and 
economic responsibility, or hos¬ 
tility to the general national in¬ 
terest, or what has been referred 
to as a strike against the admin¬ 
istration.” 

Earlier, Du Pont had denied a 
labor contention that his plan for 
industry to spend $ 25 , 000 , 000,000 
if government would cooperate 
with Industry was a threat against 
administration policies. 

Citing his testimony that the 
company planned to spend $35,- 
000,000 in expansion during the 
coming year, Du Pont said "I 
think we are playing ball,” 

DROP FORECAST 

Du Pont told the committee, 
however, that E. I. Dij Pont de 
Nemours and company was fore¬ 
casting a 23 per cent drop in 
sales during the next six months 
as compared with the first half 
of 1937. 

■T hope that this forecast proves 
erroneous," the president of the 
chemical manufacturing company 
told the senate committee, “but 
on the basis of careful estimates 
1 cannot be too careful of in¬ 
creased employment in our corn- 
pany during the first half of this 
year, for it is evident that we are 
in a pronounced recession." 

Du Pont said he had no "pEm- 
aceas” to improve business, but 
that “government and business 
should take counsel together in a 
spirit of forbearance and cooper¬ 
ation,”

In Shanghai increased fears of 
unrest were felt, as a hand grenade 
was thrown at a group of Italian 
troops of the international settle¬ 
ment boundary in a continuation 
of Chinese terrorist activity 
against tightening Japanese con¬ 
trol. 

A Domei (Japanese news 
agency) dispatch from Tientsin, 
headquarters of Nippon’s North 
China armies, reported a half mil¬ 
lion Chinese were in full retreat 
along the entire North China 
front. The Chine,se were said to 
be demoralized by reported air 
bombardment and Japanese In¬ 
fantry advances, 

Japanese warplanes launched 
the heaviest air-raid of the war 
on Nanking airdome, with 50 
planes combining to drop tons of 
explosives. Hangars and the mili¬ 
tary academy at Nanking were 
destroyed and six Chinese planes 
shot down. 

PRIEST KILLED 

One French Catholic priest was 
said to have been killed and an¬ 
other wounded. 

Foreigners, including some 200 
American citizens, were warned to 
keep away from danger zones at 
Tsingtao and to concentrate for 
safety. 

A large German group was in 
the city. It was on Flagstaff Hill 
that the German Imperial flag 
was hoisted 40 years ago on Tsing- 
tao’s first surrender to a foreign 
power. Since then it has been 
German, Japanese and against 
Chinese territory. 

A German squadron occupied 
Tsingtao Nov. 14, 1897, in retalia¬ 
tion for the murder by Chinese of 
two German missionaries in Shan¬ 
tung. The Germans made Tsingtao 
one of the finest ports in the 
Orient, but lost it to Japan by 
the World War capitulation of 
Nov, 7, 1914. Japan returned it 
to China in 1922.

Under the long-term agree¬ 
ments, the shipping companies 
would start 14 of the 20 ships this 
year. Besides those to be com¬ 
pleted by 1942, plans for 23 more 
vessels would be developed by 
those firms.

lifeguards, beach residents said to¬ 
day. 

Hartmrmaster T. E. Bouchey 
of Newport-Balboa was the hero 
of the daring rescue of the two 
men. Taking Lifeguard Chief 
Frank Crocker and Harold Cald¬ 
well, member of the harbor de¬ 
partment staff with him in the 
department speedboat, Bouchey 
made a fast run to the burning 
boat, picking up the pair, who 
were In danger of swamping in 
their small landing skiff In which 
they had left the larger boat. 

Witnesses along the beach re¬ 
ported a boat afire at sea shortly 
after dark last night. As frantic 
calls poured into the harbor de¬ 
partment office. Bouchey and his 
two companions left in the light 
speedboat, a dangerous undertak¬ 
ing, as the fast craft is un.suited 
to battling heavy seas. They made 
the run in about 20 minutes in 
spite of the battreing waves. 

Hensen was at the wheel of 
the “La Bellee” at the time of 
the explosion and his companion 
was asleep, Bouchey said. The 
engine room was a mass of 
flames immediately after the 
blast, Hensen said. ’The two 
men threw their light landing 
skiff overboard, grabbed a part¬ 
ly-filled can of water and a 
small bag containing personal 
effects, jum|>ed Into the light 
craft and attempted to row 
away from the blazing larger 
craft. 

It was then they discovered 
there were no carlocks on the tiny 
boat. Grimly battling ground- 
swells lashed into giant waves by 
a heavy desert wind, the pair fash¬ 
ioned carlocks from bits of rope 
and managed to pull away from 
the danger area. They were stag¬ 
ing a vigorous fight to keep from 
being overturned by the huge 
combers when rescued by Bouchey 
and his companions. 

In the meantime, a party of 
I.aguna Beach residents had 
started from I^aguna in Gilbert 
Millikan’s boat in an effort to 
aid victims of the fire. When 
they reached the scene. It was 
reported, C’oehran started out In 
a skiff and was lost to sight. 

Distress flares were reported 
near the scene of the fire. An¬ 
other call to harbor authorities 
resulted in a call for Coast Guard 
assistance. Cutter 254 put out 
from San Pedro to render aid, 
but in the meantime Lifeguards 
Handy and Hobart had left shore 
and found Cochran, none the 
worse for his experience. He was 
brought ashore about 11 p. m., 
it was reported.

IN STATE 


SACRAMENTO. (A’)—California 
transports 122,000 or more school 
children an average of about 19 
miles to and from their class¬ 
rooms for an average cost of less 
than 13 cents per pupil a day. 

The number who ride school 
busses is about 11 per cent of the 
total who attend the public schools. 

Elementary and high school dis¬ 
tricts combined spend in exce.ss of 
$2,728,000 per year for pupil trans¬ 
portation. I 

In the last survey reported by j 
the state department of education 
the cost of transportation was 
only 2.47 per cent of the total cur¬ 
rent expenses of the districts in¬ 
volved. 

“The annual per pupil costs for 
transportation varied greatly 
among the counties," the state de¬ 
partment study declared. The 
range was from $6.41 a pupil in 
Ran Francisco city and county to 
,$48.18 in Alpine county, with a 
median of $16.30, in elementary 
schools. For high schools the 
spread was from $9.66 in San 
Francisco to $94.12 in Mariposa 
county with a median of $30.27. 

The average daily cost of trans¬ 
porting a pupil a mile was about 
.seven and a half mills 

Los Angeles county’s annual 
transportation total runs around 
$4,80,000 while Alpine county’s fig¬ 
ure in the .survey was $626. 

The difference on number of pu¬ 
pils carried is shown in the totals. 
Alpine transports 13 children and 
Los Angeles 22,674. 

Compact San Franci.sco county 
despite its second large.st popula¬ 
tion tran.sporled only 2744 pupils.

SAN FRANCISCO. (iPi—The Pacific coast is the only basketball 
circuit wherein they announce the winner in advance and out 

the schedule merely to decide second place. 

The championship is unanimously conceded to Stanford—or more 
precisely to Angelo Henry Luisetti and whatever four basketballers 

-happen to be playing with him. 

Hailed by his admirers as the 
greatest player for all time, Luis¬ 
etti now holds the 3-year scoring 
record and is out for the 4-year.

Change in Fuel May Attract 
Foreigners to Indianapolis 


INDIANAPOLIS. (A>l—The track 
Is bleak and bare and the mile long 
grandstands and infield garages at 
Indianapolis’ automobile race 
course resembled a "deserted vil¬ 
lage,” but it’s speedway time 
again. 

The sale of seats for the annual 
SOO-mile race, to be held May 30 
opened today and T. E. (Pop) 
Myers, general manager of the 
speedway, fairly exuded optimism 
as he looked over a stack of orders 
for tickets which have been ar¬ 
riving by mail for weeks. 

Improvements at the tiack ami 
changes in the race rules were 
cited by the grey-haired speedway 
director. 

Since the race last May 31 when 
a new guard rail has been built 
along the main straightaway: A 
new pedestrian tunnel has been 
built under the track.

Stymie Should 
Be Abolished, 
Says Ouimet 

NEW YORK. (iPI- Although ad¬ 
mittedly dodging the issue of 
either abolishing the pesky stymie 
or keeping it, the United States 
Golf. association appears to have 
hit upon a popular idea in modi¬ 
fying the stymie rule. 

At its annual meeting here the 
U. S. G. A. eliminated stymies 
when the nearer ball lies within 
six inches of the cup. Except for 
this modification, the rule remains 
unchanged, permitting the lifting 
of the ball for a putt only when 
it lies within six inches of the 
one that is "away” from the hole. 

The reaction o f prominent 
golfers to this decision was by no 
means unanimous. They had dif¬ 
fered widely when the U. S. G. A. 
conducted its survey on what 
should be done about the matter. 
The general idea, however, seemed 
to be that it would help the match 
play golfer without eliminating a 
time honored hazard. 

Francis Ouimet, who again was 
chosen non-playing captain of the 
United States Walker Cup team, 
continued to lead the opposition, 
however. 

"While the new rule is an im¬ 
provement over the old, they either 
ought to play the stymie or 
abolish it, and I favor abolishing 
it,” he said. "You can’t compro¬ 
mise. I don’t think the new rule 
will work, but let’s wait and see.” 

That, the association's executive 
committee stressed, was just the 
idea. The new rule will be in 
effect during 1938 only as a trial. 
It announced, adding "it would not 
be desirable to eliminate a fea¬ 
ture which has been a part of the 
game for over 100 years without 
giving a thorough trial to modifi¬ 
cations which may remove the 
principal objections to the stymie, 
and at the same time preserve it 
in match play.”

Shatters 3000-Meter Mark 


NEW YORK.— A warning to 
Glenn Cunningham and Don Lash. 

Watch out for your world rec¬ 
ords when Archie San Romani 
gets in condition. The curly- 
haired cornetist from Kansas, a 
miler with an international repu¬ 
tation, didn’t think he was at his 
best Saturday night. Yet he hung 
up a new American citizens’ rec¬ 
ord for 3000 meters, and nipped 
the great Lash in a driving finish 
in the Knights of Columbus meet 
at the 13th regiment armory. 

Archie was clocked in the 
brilliant time of 8:27.4 with Lash 
and Joe McCluskey, New York A. 
C. Veteran, also under Joie Ray’s 
15 - year - old American citizens’ 
record of 8.31.5. Lash, losing the 
decision in a hair-line fini.sh, was 
timed in 8:27.5, while McCluskey, 
running one of the best races cf 
his long career, was caught in 
8:30.8. 

"Maybe I was in a little better 
condition than I thought,” said 
San Romani after the race. "I 
had no idea we were going that 
fast. If I had a little more ex¬ 
perience at the distance I believe 
I could have beaten Nurmi’s world 
record.” 

Peerless Paavo hung up the In¬ 
ternational standard of 8:26.4 on 
Madison Square Garden’s banked 
track in 1925. San Romani was 
:-unning for the first time on a 
track in which he could not use 
spiked shoe-s. 

"The turns bCfThered me, but boy 
how you could let out on the long 
straightaways,” added the Em¬ 
poria, (Kans.) Teachers graduate. 
"I had to hold myself back in the 
early running. You know I never 


had run the distance, and there 
was nothing I could do except fol¬ 
low the pace of Don and Joe. 

”I thought the first mile prob¬ 
ably would be run in 4:29 (Lash 
did it in 4:35), but for that slow 
pace I'm confident there would 
have been a new world record, 
because Lash and McClusky made 
me really step in the last mile, 
especially the last quarter.” 

Lash, world record holder at two 
miles, had no alibis for defeat at 
his favorite di.stance, although he 
said he still was not at his best, 
being about five pounds over¬ 
weight.

Near;;' "000 persons in the 
United States last year jaywalked 
their way to death, according to 
statistics compiled by the Na¬ 
tional Safety Council. They 
couldn’t wait until their reached 
the intersection and the relative 
safety of traffic officers or signal 
lights. And so, by the thousands, 
they jaywEilked their "last mile" 
to eternity. 

Of the 36.400 motor vehicle fa¬ 
talities last year, 1.6,900, or nearly 
half, were pedestriEins, Three out 
of four of the.se pedestrians were 
killed when they crossed in the 
middle of the block, crossed at the 
intersection against the signal, 
played in the streets or walked in 
the roadway—all in direct contia- 
vention to common sense if not to 
the law. 

In cities of 10,000 or more popu¬ 
lation, 67 per cent of all motor 
vehicle fatalities were pedestrians. 


whereas only 33 per cent of the 
rural deaths occurred in accidents 
of this type. 

But there is a brighter side of 
this dismal picture. The increase 
I in pedestrian deaths since 1927 
I has been proportionately only 
i one-half as great as the increase 
in deaths from other types of 
automobile accidents. 

Educating the pedestrian to act 
safely under all circumstances is 
I part of the nation-wide program 
now being sponsored by the Na¬ 
tional Safety Council in its Five- 
Year Campaign to reduce motor 
vehicle fatalities 35 per cent by 
the end of 1940, and thus .save 
38,000 lives. 

Safety rules for pedestrians em- 
phEUsize the following te.sted rec¬ 
ommendations of the National 
Safety Council: 

1. Do not jaywalk. 

2. Cross streets only at the in-

tersection and then with caution. 

3. At intersections, cross only 
with the signal light, never 
against it. 

4. If there is no signal, look 
carefully in all directions and then 
proceed with caution. 

5. Walk, do not run, across the 
street. 

6. Do not walk in the streets 
and do not allow your children to 
play in the streets or alleys. 

7. Face traffic when walking 
on rural highways. 

8. When you are the driver and 
not the pedestrian, drive carefully. 

The education of the pedestrian, 
however, is but one pha.se of the 
Council’s broad educational pro¬ 
gram. Careless driving remains 
the most potent of many causes of 
accidents and deaths, records 
prove. The driver is the most im- 
portEint single factor in the traffic 
accident situation.

JeTw asH Thus broke the 

. Eden oil .scandal, 

Frank Orr which has fumed 
around courthouse crannies ever 
since. 

John Mitchell, .supervi.sor from 
Garden Grove, had had an analy¬ 
sis made of Kden road oil. It 
showed about one-third water and 
sediment. 

But the voice on the phone 
wa.sn't Mitchell’s! It belonged to 
John Akerman, then bu.siness man¬ 
ager of the Weekly Yapyap. 

This little, aneerlote, besides be¬ 
ing rather good material for use in 
one of the "new.spaper" movies, 
also is significant becau.se Mitchell 
apparently has had his .soul 
cleansed of any po.s.sible sediment 
in the oil deal. 

"Coffee John" got the short end 
of the wi.shbnne last year, and was 
railed nasty names becau.se he ap¬ 
parently released information 
showing that the oil was not 98 
per cent oil, as it was supposed 
to be, hut something like 67 per 
cent oil and the rest mud and 
water. 

He was called an old meanie by 
the 19.';6 grand jury, which today 
wears a eollectivc red face be¬ 
cause it sneered at charges that 
all was not well. He waa blamed, 
in .short, for unearthing an ap¬ 
parent scandal "for political pur- 
po.ses." 

Today he tell.s people he's justi¬ 
fied, and stands among the ruins 
with a righteous glint in his eye. 
Of those in office then who were 
connected in any way with the 
purchase, Mitchell stands almo.st 
alone. He and Willard Smith were 
members of the board which pur¬ 
chased oil from a company which 
was bought out by Bill Jerome’s 
.son. N. E. West was too, but some 
guardian angel kept him away 
when the contract was awarded. 
Jerome, LeRoy Lyon, Nat Neff 
and Dr. F. W. Slabaugh have felt 
the axe, and are outside. 

Some .say Mitchell turned state's 
evidence, more or lc.s.s. That is a 
harsh a.ssertion. Mitchell did not 
exactly reveal the information; he 
didn’t want to. Had it popped in 
his face, however, John would 
have been in a had spot. Perhaps 
it wa.s just as well that the news 
should be allowed to break. 

So when a sample was filched 
from the county yard near Mitch¬ 
ell's home, the suiwrvi.sor was not 
giving the news out. When the 
telephone tour-de-force took place, 
it was Akerman, who had Icarnecl 
from Mitchell that a test had been 
made ot suspected oil. 

So Mitchell took no part in actu¬ 
ally giving out the information. 
He made it possible, but that’s 
about all. And, for a time at least, 
it saved his political scalp. 

All of which may be a coinci¬ 
dence.

What do men like for breakfast ?

BANANA CINNAMON TOAST 
8 slices bread 
2 tablespoons butter 
1 large banana 
1 cup cinnamon sugar 
Toast the bread lightly on both 
sides, trim away the crusts and cut 
in triangles. Spread with butter. 
Peel the banana and cut in very 
thin slices. Arrange the slices 
overlapping on each toast triangle. 
Sprinkle with cinnamon sugar and 
place in a very hot oven or under 
the broiler about 2 minutes. This 
makes about six servings. 

HA.M WAFFXES 

Follow your favorite recipe for 
waffles. Chop left-over baked or 
boiled ham from which ail tough 
membrane and fat have been re¬ 
moved. Pour 4 tablespoons batter 
into the hot waffle iron, sprinkle 
finely chopped ham over the bat¬ 
ter, close the iron and bake until 
the waffle is done and delicately 
browned on both sides. To make 
the honey-butter let 4 tablespoons 
butter stand at room temperature 
until softened. Cream together 
with 6 tablespoons honey until the 
mixture is white and fluffy. Set in 
the refrigerator to chill until time 
to serve. The waffle batter can be 
stirred up and kept in a tightly 
closed container in the refrigerator 
overnight. The ham can be 
chopped and the honey-butter 
mixed. In the morning you can 
start the coffee and preheat the 
iron. The waffles will bake while 
the man of the house is having 
his fruit juice.

CHIC IN SUDS! 

Now while I would despair at 
leading any woman into wrecking 
her best gloves, and know only too 
well the horror of finding the new 
blouse, on the morning after 
shrunken to half its original size, 
still I do say it can be done. Wash¬ 
ing these things. Naturally, only 
washables should be wa.shed- but 
our be.st quality wash gloves today 
and our .sanforized summer frocks, 
to say nothing of fine sweaters 
and scarfs, change from burdens 
into joys when they can be sweet¬ 
ened and cleaned at home. 

Now I never approach the wash¬ 
ing of my gloves with so much as 
a shred of respect or concern— 
and that is possibly why I have 
had the best of luck through a long 
period of years — including last 
summer’s bright yellows and even 
a pair of British Tans. In fact, 
perhaps it would be best kept se¬ 
cret, but I don’t even follow the 
elaborate directions in minute 
print which comes with my gloves. 
I discovered long ago that if the 
water doesn’t hurt my hand, then 
it doesn’t hurt the leather either— 
in temperature I mean. So I just 
duck them, wearing them on my 
hands, into the frothy suds and 
hot water, and scrub. When that’s 
done I rinse them sometimes—but 
if the water isn’t too black, I don’t 
—for a bit of pure suds is good 
for leather. It keeps it soft. I 
press them out very gently, for 
vigorous squeezes sometimes effect 
perpetual streaks—blow them out 
in a way that delights children— 
and hang them over the towel-bar. 
With colored gloves it is a fine 
trick to leave them quite wet— 
and as the water runs and drips 
it distributes the color evenly and 
leaves them quite authentic look¬ 
ing. And finally—when the gloves 
are not quite dry, I work them on 
to my hand again so that I don’t 
have to stretch and strain the 
leather once dried hard. For me it 
always works! 

• * « 

And sweaters can be kept soft as 
newly bought baby things for years 
and years. The trick is to have 
water which is never cool and 
never hot. And to see that the 
rinse water is ju.st the same. Only 
one rinsing for wool, too, please! 
A wee bit of soap is good again 1 
But if this water is the same tem¬ 
perature after you have wrestled 
in suds long enough to clean the 
.sweater, in all probability it will 
feel cold to the hand. There is 
where your elbow comes in for 
testing — as with infants’ baths. 
And right here is where the mis¬ 
take occurs that makes soft wools 
turn hard. A change to hot or cold 
water hardens wools forevei ! 

When it is pressed fairly dry I 
roll it in a bath towel—and that 
performance done I take it out 
and arrange it out flat upon an¬ 
other thick towel or sometimes, 
better still, a thick clean bath mat. 
And there it must lie- - flat and 
patted into is proper and desired 
original shape until almost dry. 
And while scarcely aesthetic, tlie 
bottom of the bath tub (baths be¬ 
ing over for the night) makes a 
.safe resting place for the soggy 
■set-up! 

I jotted these things down after 
learning from my friends how baf¬ 
fling my -sud succes.ses are to them. 
Maybe, if you haven't tried it 
this way, these notes will help 
you too.

DEATH OF DILUNGER . . . 

Up to the box office of Chicago’s 
Biograph theater stepped a slight, 
harmlessrlooking man on the night 
of July 1934. Sixteen men, 
standing unobtrusively at strategic 
points under the glittering mar¬ 
quis, watched him with narrowed 
eyes. 

Melvin Purvis, chief investiga¬ 
tor of the department of justice, 
nodded to the other F. B. I. agents 
that a four-mo.nth manhunt was 


at an end. The man was John 
Dillinger, killer. 

After viewing a gangster pic¬ 
ture, Dillinger stepped once more 
into the night. Federal guns 
raked Dillinger from head to foot 
with a blast of lead. Dillinger 
stumbled, fell dead. Yet, strange 
as it seems, this same man had 
died before the G-men shot him— 
36 days earlier in the hpme of one 
James Probasco! 

In an effort to avoid identifica¬ 


tion, Dillinger had offered a fee 
of $5000 to Probasco and Drs. Wil¬ 
helm Loeser and Harold B. Cas¬ 
sidy to alter his facial features 
and destroy his fingerprints. While 
under an anaesthetic during the 
operation, Dillinger actually died! 
Quick work on the part of Loeser, 
however, brought the killer back 
to life.

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The Standard Approach 

Radicals have a standard approach as they build up 
their propaganda. One of their stock methods is to take 
two unrelated facts and tie them together in an attack on 
capitalism. 

Latest example is their howl at General Motors. The 
company recently split up a dividend of $64,000,000 among 
364,000 stockholders in all parts of the nation. Also, 
because of overstocking and the recession, the company 
laid off 30,000 of its men, keeping 250,000 on the payroll. 

This shows how depraved the company is, the agi¬ 
tators insist. 

But let’s look at the other side a moment, not as parti¬ 
sans of General Motors, but merely from a standpoint of 
business: 

Suppose General Motors had kept on its 30,000 men. 
It could have followed one of two courses: 

1. The company could have kept on making cars and 
putting them on the market at lower and lower retail 
prices, due to the recession. Since the margin of profit is 
so low on all cars, this would have entailed a tremendous 
loss. 

2. It could have kept on making more cars and, since 
the present market is overcrowded, could have stored 
them, awaiting better times. Due to rapid changes in 
models, this, too, would have lost millions of dollars. 

Under either one of these courses—each contrary to 
the law of supply and demand—General Motors would 
have been headed for bankruptcy.

The lamentable fact is, however, that we seize upon 
the handiest set of fact.s or fancies and rush off with 
them to build mental houses for ourselves. 

Some philosopher has said that, while a few human 
beings really think, most of them merely rearrange their 
prejudices. 

The “age of reason” comes to a human being at that 
age when he acquires the difficult faculty of dispassion¬ 
ately applying reason to any question. That age may come 
early, or late, or never. As in the other difficult arts, 
practice helps a lot. 

Dr. Benjamin Boss of Union university dofubts 
that the universe is expanding. That’s all right with 
us. Boss; it’s big enough already. 


George Ziegler, New Jersey’s deputy inspector of the 
motor vehicle department, has announced that a night 
speed limit of 40 miles per hour soon will be enforced in 
that state. 

He pointed out that headlights do not provide ade¬ 
quate visibility at higher speeds. Night traffic, although 
only 25 per cent as heavy as during the day, produces 65 
per cent of all accidents. 

California, too, needs a strong check on speeds at 
night, particularly since the enactment of the dimming 
law. It helps greatly for approaching cars to dim their 
lights, but it also cuts the distance illuminated by the 
headlights. Drivers, if they value their own and the other 
fellow’s lives, should both dim headlights when cars 
approach and drive at a speed that will be safe with the 
smaller amount of light.

I paid close attention to the 
orations of Frank Haffue and Mor¬ 
ris Ernst, in which the perpetual 
mayor and dictator of Jersey City 
defended and Mr. Ernst decried 
the denial of the CIO’s constitu¬ 
tional rights by the Hague ad¬ 
ministration, and his speech was 
largely incoherent noise. He j 
starts a sentence, discovers that 1 
he is about to contradict himself 
and breaks off into a great bawl 
about "our great land,” “every 
right-thinking American" or "ev¬ 
ery red-blooded man and woman.” 

His speech was one of the worst 
the world has ever known, but he 
was addressing his own BIa,ck 
Shirts who were present in obedi¬ 
ence to his political subpoena. And 
the spirit of the occasion was 
voiced not so well by the mayor 
himself as by someone in the back¬ 
ground who would interrupt every 
now and then with a loud and 
longdrawn "hoo-oo-ray!" 

Altogether the meeting had the 
sound of one of those old-time po¬ 
litical cauliflower beefsteak par¬ 
ties in New York at which the 
paid toastmaster would shower 
himself with his own compli¬ 
ments. 

The toastmaster. like Mr. 
Hague, was a man of few words. 
But, like Mr. Ha.gue, he used 
those few words over and over 
and loud and sometimes made up 
new ones, as on that night of 
farewell to the old garden when 
the toastmaster raised his eyes 
toward Diana on her tower, 
blinked and hurled against the 
startled ears of those present the 
word "infidictimous.” The emo¬ 
tional power of this moment of 
farewell to old scenes, old sounds 
and ripe old smells accumulated 
during 50 years of prize fights, 
wrestling bouts, six-day bike races, 
horse shows and circus engage¬ 
ments was such that the speaker 
just felt that the occasion called 
for a new word. 

* * * 

BOTH WAYS AT ONCE 

We used to spare his feelings 
by avoiding verbatiim quotes from 
his orations, but the fact wa.s, he 
rarely finished a sentence and sel¬ 
dom started one. Instead he 
would start in the middle and el¬ 
bow his way in both directions 
at onoe. Compared to Frank 
Hague, however, he was a ma.'ter 
of precise and cogent diction, and 
Mr. Ernst, with his courtroom 
composure and his book-learned 
knowledge, seemed to •'ave the 
contest in the ba.g when it came 
to his turn to speak. 

But I don’t know. 

When It was over I had a feel¬ 
ing that Mr. Ernst had been too 
much a lawyer for the good of 
his cause, that he had been as 
evasive as the mayor whom he 
denounced for concealing facts 
and that the best he had earned 
was a stand-off, or, as Mr. Hague 
might pronounce it, "a draw.” 

The devil quoting scripture Is 
no less convincing than counsel 
for the CIO quoting the Herald 
Trib\ine. And though the mayor 
did forget to tell how he had as¬ 
sembled his great spontaneous ral¬ 
ly of the right-thinking, red- 
blooded, real Americans of Jer¬ 
sey City, Mr. Em.st also neglecte ’ 
to cite the record of the CIO in 
disproof of Hague’s alarm. 

* * * 

DIDN’T REFUTE CHARGE 

I waited for him to refute the 
foul charge that the coming of 
the CIO would mean Intimidation, 
vandalism and disorder in the 
streets — certainly a pertinent 
question, considering that a pub¬ 
lic official may plead his duty to 
prevent civil commotion. But he 
said nothing about the sltdown 
strikes in Michigan and elsewhere, 
the decree of the CIO miners In 
Hazleton, Pa., that the employes 
of a silk mil! must join their kind 
of union, or the threat of the CIO 
to march a mob of 40,000 miners 
into Johnstown to prevent the 
steel men from going to work. 

He left the mayor in posses¬ 
sion of the argument that if the 
CIO were welcomed to Jersey City 
the time might come when a force 
of 40,000 or perhaps 100,000 
would cross the river from New 
York and compel the Jersey na¬ 
tional guard to close the Indus¬ 
tries and lock out Jersey work¬ 
men opposed to the CIO as the 
price of avoiding a massacre. 

It was all right of him to cite 
the names of several non-radical 
members of his supporting com¬ 
mittee as as.surance that the is¬ 
sue was not Communism. But 
there was too much emphasis on 
his failure to admit that the Com¬ 
munists have entered the CIO and 
that their favorite practice is not 
to compose disputes but to ag¬ 
gravate them and kick up riots 
at every chance. 

This dispute left me with the 
impression that I had heard six 
of one and half a dozen of the 
other and that Frank Hague was 
using the very same methods, 
though not exactly the same prac¬ 
tices, against the CIO that the 
CIO has used repeatedly on oth¬ 
ers.

Bob Jackson preparing FDR’s 
monopoly measures; uses data 
in speeches; program aimed to 
strengthen laws, put teeth in en¬ 
forcement machinery; Borah- 
O’Mahoncy bill deemed insuffi¬ 
cient; Garner fails to support it; 
Miss Perkins still camera-shy; 
federal medicine started in N. 
Dakota. 

WASHINGTON.—The man pre¬ 
paring the President’s monopoly 
curbs, to be sent to congress next 
month, is his No. 1 trust-buster 
and candidate for governor of New 
York—Assistant Attorney General 
Robert H. Jackson. 

Actually Roosevelt gave him 
this assignment last October after 
returning from the transconti¬ 
nental trip, and Jack.son has been 
working on it since. The material 
he uses in his radio blasts is the 
result of these researches. 

The government’s own experi¬ 
ence with price-fixing has been the 
best laboratory. Here are some 
of the facts uncovered by Jackson: 

Fifty-nine bids received by the 
navy for steel pipe were identical 
to the last penny—each $16,001.83. 

Forty bids Irom cement com¬ 
panies didn’t deviate a fraction— 
each was precisely $17,148.60. 

In Denver 14 out of 17 bids for 
reinforcement bars were exactly 
the same. 

In Los Angeles 11 out of 12 bids 
were identical. 

Articles on which the govern¬ 
ment repeatedly has received simi¬ 
lar bids are: ’Tires, various steel 
products, paper products, brass 
and bronze products, greases, ex¬ 
plosives, machinery, office sup¬ 
plies, photograph equipment, lab¬ 
oratory and medical supplies, 
plumbing materials, fire extin- 
gui.shing apparatus, lumber. 

In framing a legislative pro¬ 
gram, Jackson is aiming at two 
objectives: (1) strengthening the 
anti-trust laws; (2) strengthening 
the enforcement powers and ma¬ 
chinery of the government. 

* * * 

INSUFFICIENT 

Privately, neither the President 
nor Jackson consider the Borah- 
O’Mahoney bill, for federal licens¬ 
ing of corporations engaged In 
interstate commerce, is strong 
enough to accomplish either of 
these ends. They have no objection 
to the legislation as far as it goes, 
but they don’t think it goes far 
enough. 

At a recent cabinet meeting, 
when the measure was brought 
up by Vice-President Garner, 
Roosevelt observed, "the bill Ls an 
advance in.sofar as it does away 
with certain abu.ses under the 
present system of incorporation, 
but it fails completely to strike 
at the root of the monopoly prob¬ 
lem—concentration of wealth and 
economic control. 'That Is what we 
must go after if an.ything is to be 
done about monopoly. "ITiis bill 
does not meet that need.” 

Garner, too, was skeptical about 
the measure. He is reported to 
have been commissioned by Roo.se- 
velt to talk to Borah and O’Ma¬ 
honey about their bill. That is not 
so. The President has not asked 
him to do any contacting. 

Garner is an old anti-monopolist, 
is eager for new legislation, and 
has talked to the two senators 
about their proposal, but solely to 
inform himself. They are anxious 
to get him on their side, but so 
far he has kept them at arm's- 
length. 

NOTE: The Borah-O’Mahoney 
bill is a composite of two measures 
originally sponsored separately by 
the two authors. Privately. Borah 
is not overly enthusiastic about 
certain features of O’Mahoney’s 
bilL 


MISS PERKINS’ PICTURES

cabinet member, Madame Perkins 
still is camera shy. She no longer 
runs away from the camera, but 
she is sensitive to the proper pose 
as a primadonna.

FEDERAL MEDICINE 

Medicine societies, worried over 
the “threat” of federal aid in medi¬ 
cine, will find that the government 
has already set up a federal med¬ 
ical organization in North Dakota. 
It Is not a cooperative, but pays 
the participating physicians out 
of federal funds. 

Resettlement administration set 
up a number of cooperatives, not¬ 
ably in Mississippi and Arkansas, 
in which its clients paid a fixed fee 
each month for blanket medical 
service. These were county coop¬ 
eratives, and Resettlement was 
merely a supervisor. 

In the North Dakota organiza¬ 
tion, however, the Farm Security 
administration, which has taken 
the place of resettlement, plays 
the triple role of organizer, man- 
I ager, and benefactor. All the bills 
are paid by Uncle Sam. 

A sick farmer who is a "client” 
of FSA applies to the North Da¬ 
kota Mutual Aid corporation, gets 
a permit, then calls In any physi¬ 
cian in the state. 

When the bill is presented, it 
goes to the corporation’s head¬ 
quarters in Bismarck, is audited 
and paid from Farm Security 
funds. The patient gives a proml- 
sory note to FSA for the amount 
of the fee, but actually he will 
never be called upon to pay so 
long as he is short of funds. I 

FSA has 22,000 clients in North 
Dakota, which has had three re¬ 
cent drought years—1937, 1936, 

and 1934. Since the establishment 
of the medical corporation about 
a year ago, FSA has paid out 
nearly $500,000 in fees. 

North Dakota doctors are mak¬ 
ing no protest. They are glad to 
have the money.
